f'i>.sd«Ti's ( 'lip.sapeake. I’reakness and Derby 
sltH-k rose as a re.sult of the victory of Xau- 
tieal in the Pacific Purse at Havre de CJrace 
today. The Sea King colt is the main 
dej>endence of the lialtimore horseman for 
the big three-year-old stake races. Ijeading 
from start to iini.sh in the Pacific, Nautical 
Won more easily than his half lengh qiargin 
over Minto II. would indicate. Wilkes-Barre 
finished behind this pair and ahead of three 
oUiers after running a mile and seventy 
yards. 

Wallace easily a.ssumed the lead with Nau- 
tical. As easily he showed the way w'ith 
the son of Sea King. So well did he judge 
the pace that he covered the r.'SI*' and seventy 
yards in 1 :44 without asking Nautical to 
strain himself at any part of the journey. It 
was more of a workout than a race. 

Pounding the far turn Ambrose, on Minto 
II.. had a lead of two lengths, under which 
Nautical had been cantering, but it was on 
sufferance. In the stretch he closed some 
more ground. Wallace had Nautical at call 
alert to possible surprise that did not mate- 
rialize. Nautical seems to have grown in 
the few days that intervened between his two 
races of 11124. He is a handsome colt and 

thorough’v lit. 

Stinshine, a fast track and a warmer tem- 
perature than has prevailed on any previous 
<lay of tlie jueeting. made the seventh aft«-r- 
noon of the Havre de Crace meeting the most 
agreeable of the meeting.

The Paumonok Weights. 
United Hunts Sport. 
Antiquity of Lexington. 
Nautical and His Chance. 



It was to be expected that the Rancocas 
Stable’s Zev would be top wei^t in the Pau- 
moDok Handicap. It is the big event for the 
opening of the regular New York racing sea- 
son at Jamaica Tuesday and the son of The 
Finn and Miss Kearney has been required to 
take up 130 pounds for the three-quarters 
journey. This is a greater weight than has 
ever been carried to victory in the races, but 
Zer, by his deeds l*st year, seems to have 
earned the high honor. 

Flags, in 1919, and On Watch, in 1921, each 
won under 126 pounds, and Tryster was the 
winner in 1922 under a burden of 125 pounds. 
These are the high weights that have been 
suceesfully carried in the Paumonok. 

It was in the Paumonok last year that Zev 
began his sensational triumphal march to the 
top and Hildreth has decided to give him the 
same start this year. Now a four-year-old, 
the fleet-footed brown colt will have to con- 
fine most of fhis activities to the handicaps 
and to begin under 130 pounds means that he 
will alwaj’E have to shoulder a big burden, 
but at that he was not as harshly treated as 
was Epinard in the first of the English handi- 
caps. The Paumonok is only a three-quarters 
sprint, while the Lincolnshire in England is a 
race at a mile, for which the French champion 
was assigned ten pounds more than Zev when 
his weight was fixed at 140 pounds. That is 
something of a line on the EngUsh estimate 
of Epinard and Mr. Vothurgh’s estimate of 
Zev. 

Sarazen is placet! at the top of the three- 
3 'ear-olds in the Paumonok, and with a burden 
of 113 pounds be is asked to give St. Jame- 
three {lounds. Happy Thoughts is in under 
108 pounds and at that weight concedes a 
pound in actual weight to Bracadal 2 and two 
each to the three-year olds, Time Exposure 
and Peter King. 

Of course it must always be remembered 
the Paumonok is only a short dash and the 
weights would certainly show many changes 
over a mile or a longer distance. When Zev 
wa.s the winner last year he shouldered 109 
pounds and that was cunsidere<l a considerable 
weight for a three-year old. Zev beat a fast 
baud and it does not seem that the unb?aten 
Sarazen has been a.«ked to take up more weight 
than he has earned. 

The manner in which Mux Hirsch has been 
training Sarazen at Belmont Park suggests 
that he is iit and ready for his engagement in 
the Paumonok Tuesday, and it is likely that 
he will be the public choice for the race. 
Figuring from the scale Mr. Vosburgh esti- 
mates Zev as one |K>und better than the three- 
year old gelding ever the three quarters and 
should both go to the post it ought to result 
in a rare battle. 

In the history’ of the Paumonok, since its 
first derision in 1906 only one horse, Red 
River, was tiwee winner.

Thinks English Horses Overweighted and 
French Horses In Too l.ight for 
Kenipton Jubilee. 



French succeFse.*? ef last season in Kngland 
have aroused considerable anxiety in English 
turf circles over po.'^sihle developments during 
the com.ing Sr^a.son. It is realized that French 
lireeding and racing have enjoyed an enor- 
mous advance during recent years and that 
Engl.and may well look to her laurels. 

William Allison, the special commissioner of 
tlie London Sportsman, finds a new menace 
in what he considers the tco .eenerous handi- 
capping of French horses in the big English 
t aces. In the fcllowing article he points out 
apparent errors of the handicappers in re- 
cently announced weight assignments for 
coming races : 

I wonder whether English handicappers 
really have the French calendars and cur- 
rent sporting papers for reference? It would 
almost seem not, for otherwise they could 
not possibly rank Sir Gallahad HI. as seven 
pounds behind Phai'os and I’arth. They have 
done this, however, beyond all qutsticn in 
the handicap for (he Kempton Jubilee, in 
which Epinard is asked to give I’haros and 
Parlh only sixteen pounds, as against the 
twenty-three pounds which he was asked to 
give Sir Gallahad III. at Lincoln. 

HEST RIDER OF HIS YEAR. 

There is no getting over this point, or the 
fact that Sir Galahad HI. was the best Ihree- 
, year-old miler of his year in France, with 
the possible exception of Epinard. I .say 
“po.ssible,” fer there is no proof in the French 
book that Epinard can give Sir Gallahad HI. 
anything at all. They never met last year, 
and, though Epinard did ail that was asked 
of him with supreme ease. Sir Gallahad HI. 
was not only a classic winner, but in all his 
races showed better speed than his opponents. 

He was only beaten when asked to go for 
more than a mile. Our handicappers may 
have drawn an imaginary line through 
I’arth’s neck defeat of Massine for the Prix 
d’.Yrc de Triomphe last autumn. Massine, 
which finished second to Parth, having beaten 
Sir Gallahad III. out of a place for the Prix 
Lupin in the previous May, but the Prix 
Lupin was run over ten and one-half fur- 
longs, which is too far for Sir Gallahad III., 
and explains his defeat. 

On the other hand, in Parth’s race there 
was Kefalin, winner of the Grand Prix in 
1922, and only just beaten for the Derby of 
that year. He finished sixth to Parth, to 
which he was conceding twelve pounds — and, 
mind you, there were only necks hetween 
the first three. He is now placed three pounds 
lower than Parth and Pharos, and there 
seems to be email show of reason in this, 
except to favor the Frenchman, for three- 
year-olds in the autumn are frequently as 
good as ever they become, and fifteen pounds 
is a lot to wipe out for a by no means con- 
vincing defeat. 

It should be added here that Parth, when 
he won in France, did so under exceptional 
disadvantage. He was delayed a day at 
Folkestone on account of the weather, and 
had a bad crossing. Not only that, but the 
railway service on the other side is so un- 
satisfactory that he was kept an inordinate 
time in a horse box before reaeliing the 
scene of action. 

That he should have won under such con- 
ditions led many of us — myself included — to 
assume that the English three-year-olds must 
be better than the French, and this was a 
by no means unreasonable conclusion, but 
that particular form touched neither Epinard 
or Sir Gallahad III. at a mile. 



I am quite sure that Epinard will never 
surprised that the handicapper should ac- 
tually have given Verdict a one pound ad- 
vantage over him, this being a much more 
stay the Kempton Jubilee course, and am 
suitable distance for her. Eiiinanl failed to 
win tlie Gamliridgeshire because seven fur- 
longs is his true course. He was ritlden ex- 
actly as one of the .sort should lie ridden, 
to get home on the .switchback ideal of mo- 
mentum, and lie failed even so. to stay right 
home. Future events will show whether I 
am right or wrong, but person.ally I liave no 
doubt on the subjo'ct. and should have given 
him seven pounds liotter terms with Venlict 
at Kempton instead of one jiound worse. 

PARTH NOT PREPOSSESSIMJ. 

There is always the possibility that Parth 
i.s better than his running in England would 
suggest. He is a colt I do not like, or he < 
seems to have been made at twice and im- 
perfectly connected in his middle piece. Still, 
he can go. though I don’t think he can stay. 

He owed his position in the Derby to start- 
ing slowly while the others were racing them- 
selves to a standstill, and it was for much 
the same reason that he fini.shed where he 
did in the I^eger. That is no reason, how- 
ever, why he should not stay ten furlongs 
at Epsom or Kempton. 1 wt uld always stand 
Pharcs to beat liim over that distance, but 
that is another story. 

Our handicappers have a line on Epinard 
right enough, Init so long as they jumii to 
the conclusion tliat he is out by liimself in 
Fiance they will give races away to other 
F'rench horsas which may he equally gf'od. 

I repeat that I cannot find, after diligent 
search in the French beck, that Ep!n:ird at 
one mile is any better at even weights tl;an 
Sir Gallahad HI., let alone giving him twen- 
ty-three pounds. 

Then comes the question of Joyeux Drille, 
a ft ve-y ear-rid son of Sans lo Sou and La 
Semillante, by Phoenix, her dam Pietra M:ila, 
by Atlantic — Little Si.ster. by Hermit. Sans 
le Sou is by Sans Souci II. — Zingara, by 
Le Sancy, her dam the Other Eye. by Gom- 
nion. Sans .Souci II. was by Le Uoi .Soleil 
(son of Heaume, l>y Hermit from Sancti- 
mony. by St. Serf and tracing to Araucaria, 
and lie was a great race horse, winning the 
Grand ITi.x among other races. 

That was on .April IS and he carried 137 
pounds, whicli wa.s by far the highest weight. 
The race wa.s a liandicap. This weight was 
justified by the fact that as a tliree-year-old 
he had won $54,100 in stakes and was placed 
I in other good races. He was only just beaten 
for the French Two Thousand Guineas and 
Kefalin failed by a head only to win the 
Derby. 

Now why .should a horse on the 137 pound 
handicap mark in France be dropped to 107 
pounds in England? This, he it rememb:'red. 
is a five-year-old with classic three-year-old 
form and a fine iterformanee to liis credit last 
year. The fact of his having run only once 
last year might justify an assumption that 
he went wrong and could not be trained, liut 
that is negatived by the faet that he h.as 
I been sent to England for Crawford to train. 

The handicapper was not spared the <-on.se- 
! quences of his rashness in dealing with Sir 
j Gallahad III. at Lincoln, and I sec no 
j reason to suppose that similar retribution 
I will not follow on the handicapping of 
I Kefalin and Joyeux Drille, both of which 
j have been given a really amazing chance at 
I Kempton. Personally I should have fancied 
Pharos for the Jubilee, but why on earth 
should he be asked to give three pounds to a 
I Grand Prix winner a year older than him- 
j self, and fourteen pounds to a live-year-old 
I with a record such as Joj eux Drille has lo 
I his credit? 

The City and Suburban has not been 
spoiled in the same way. and here I should 
trust both Pharos and Verdict to take care 
6f E^nard at the weights and over that 
distance. Gurzil, too, miglit worthily up- 
hold the three-year-old record, and Putters 
well knows how to train a threo-yo.ar-old 
to win this race; but the Kempton .Jubilee 
seems like being another gift to the French, 
for no reason except the extraordinary han- 
dicapping.

How We Race Our Two-Year-Olds 



Part II. 

RY SALVATOR. 



His Sin*. Moorsidr II., Has rrodureil Only 
Two Otlirr Winners During His 
Stud Career. 



(By E. E. COUSSEIJ. ) 

IjONI>ON', April 3. — Master Uobert is the 
first entire horse to win the Grand National 
since Grtidon was successful twenty-three 
years ago. Grudon liad an opportunity at 
the stu<L He sired a few junipers of merit 
on the race course, but he was better known 
as a sire of hunters. He ^vas ineligible for 
the English Stud Book and that is where 
Master Uobert excels him. 

Too rarely has the Grand National winner 
a perigree which can be traced. That of 
Master Uobert presents no difficulties. He 
was bred in Ireland by U. MacKinley, who 
resides at Sessakhmore, Castlefinn, County 
Donegal. Master Robert is the fifth foal of 
l>odds, which is about the only mare owned 
by Mr. MacKinley. She never raced and was 
put to the stud in 1905 when three years old. 
Her produce prior to the Grand National 
winner were useless. 

Master Uobert is a massive chestnut 
foaled in 1913, He stands fully seven- 
teen hands high, with good bone and clean 
limbs. He is more of a w'eignt-carrying 
hunter type than a race horse. Indeed. Lord 
Alrlie originally purchased him as a hunter. 
He is a stout hearted horse with great 
stamina, which, more than his speed, won 
him the Grand National. 

MOOKSIDE II.’S A'ICTORIES. 

Master Uobert is by Moorside II. Origi- 
nall.v called Shimmer of the Sea, Moorside’s 
name was changed when a four-year-ohi. 
He then ran twice and won tw’O good steepie- 
c'nases over two miles and a furlong and 
tw'o and a half miles in Ireland. The follow- 
ing sea.son he was one of eight runners in 
the Beeher steeplechase at Liverpool. He was 
the only one to comijlete the course with- 
out falling. 

When six years old Moorside II. started 
seven tim«‘S and won a sequence of steeple- 
cltases at two miles, three miles, three and 
a half miles, and four miles at Manchester. 
Haydock I’ark. Doncaster, and Derby. Nine 
nionths later he was beaten a neck in a 
three-mile .steeplechase at Haydock Park 
when giving thirty pounds to the winner. 

He appears to have returned to Ireland 
and been put to the stud. In his first sea- 
son he sired Master Uobert, whose dam was 
mated with him again the next year and 
produced Master Alec. The latter's best form 
was to run second in a two and a half mile 
steeplechase at a rather obscure English 
meeting in May, 1922. Apart from Master 
Uobert I can trace only two other winners 
by Moorside II., whose stud fee was a modest 
$25. He was located at Riversdale, Strabane, 
Ireland. 

Moorside IL was a son of SL Aldan, a 
bad-tempered son of SL Simon, which sired 
a few u.seful winners. Moorside ll.'s dam 
was Eudora, by Uostrevor or Middleman, 
from The Gift, by Bllnkhoolie;. 

BETYRNED TO TRAIimiG AT SIXTEEH. 

After about eight seasons at the stud Moor- 
side IL was again brought to England and 
when sixteen years old was put in training, 
ultimately winning a selling steeplecha.se over 
two miles at Huntington on .April 5, 1920. The 
following season he idainly signified that 
he reaented this treatment by refusing to 
jump in two races in which it was thought 
to run him. 

Eventually he obtained from the board of 
agriculture a premium as a hnnter sire and 
W’as. when last heard of, performing that 
useful duty in Lincolnshire. Such is the his- 
tory of the sire of Master Robert 

His dam liodds was named after George 
Dodd, who bred her in Ireland. She was by 
Dazzle. This son of See Saw won thirty- 
five little races for Alec Taylor about twen- 
ty years ago. and stood at Manton at a $50 
Tee. He wa.s a most indifferent stallion. 

The next dam is A'enezuela, which bred 
only two foals. She was by Growberry, which 
ran second in the l>erby and in the Grand 
Prix de I’aria. The third dam was Fairfield 
Maid, by Hagioscope, the only foal produced 
by Fair May before she was export^ to the 
United States in 188S. 

Fair May appears to have been imported 
by Dr. IL W. Freeman of New York in 
October, 1888, on behalf of Cecil F. Benson, 
of Sibley. Iowa. She bred two cults and 
died in 1891. 

Fair May was a daughter of Fair Trade 
(by Salvatore), a half-sister to King Mon- 
mouth. He raced till seven years old and 
w'on twenty-three races, including the Derby 
Cup and Kl)or Handicap. King Monmouth 
sired King's Messenger, which in successive 
years won the Great MetropoliLin, two and 
a quarter mlle.s, at Epsom, and in the third 
year wa.s beaten a neck, conceding twenty- 
two pounds to tiie winner. 



In a recent issue of Daily Racing Form 
I presented a statistical resume, drawn from 
the returns in the “American Racing Manual” 
for 1924, which illustrated the excessive 
amount of racing that our two-year-olds are 
now being required to do. This was princi- 
pally devoted to an exi*osition of those which 
had started twenty time.s or more during the 
past year — there were eighty-eight in that 
category — supplemented by another embrac- 
ing the number that had run unplaced ten or 
more times — there were 214 of them. 

The performers included in these exhibits 
were, naturally, for the most part, members 
of the equine hoi polloi, though here and 



there wa.s to be observed a stake winner — 
for occasionally among these overtasked 
babies one cap.able of stake success will 
develop. It has seemed to me. however, that 
farther light upon the situation might l>e 
thrown by a survey from a different angle, 
so I have provided one by the following tabu- 
lar statement, in which all sires of five or 
more two-year-old winners for 192.3 are 
shown acetrding to the rank assigned them 
in the “Manual” (pp. 5.51-557) in that sec- 
tion of it devoted exclusively to them. The 
object is to exhibit the amount of racing that 
their representatives were called upon to do.

There are forty-eight sires in the above 
table and it accounts for all the leaders of 
1923 with the exception of Ambassador IV., 
which furnished the premier money-winning 
two-year-old of the season, SL James, whose 
credit was $89,385. The son of Dark Ronald 
just failed to qualify for inclusion in the 
table because of the fact that he had only 
three winners besides St. James, but because 
of that grand colt his two-year-olds won a 
total of $93,205 ; which, in this regard, placed 
him third on the roster, only Black Toney, 
with $115,725, and Ballot, with $102,186, sur- 
passing him. 

We may say. therefore, that the table is 
an exhibit of what the best two-year-olds of 
1923 were asked to do by their trainers and 
owners. All tolcL the forty-eight sires listed 
were credited with 377 winners of 829 races, 
in order to accomplish which feat they were 
obliged to start 4,652 timea Figuring aver- 
ages it shows that each two-year-old started 
11.2 races and won 2.2 timea 

An average of two wins in eleven starts is 
certainly a low one ; just as an average of 
eleven starts is. considered separately and 
alone, a high one — for a two-year-old. The 
interesting feature of (he exhibit is, however, 
that of the forty-eight sires tabulated, twen- 
ty-live. or over 50 i>er cent, show a starting 
average above the average for the whole 
“corpus.” That is to say, one of twelve or 
more races each. 

SETH^ BUSY JUVEIYTLES. 

The highest average attained by the get of 
any sire goes to the two-year-olds by Seth. 
There were eight winners by that son of 
.Adam and they started on the average no 
less than nineteen times 1 We must credit 
this tribe with abnormal capacity to “stand 
grief,” but there was not an atom of real 
•■class" among them — as one might suspect. 
The entire amount of money credited to 
Seth’s eight two-year-old winners is but $15,- 
740. albeit they account for no less than 
twenty-three lirst moneys, twenty-two sec- 
onds and twenty-four thirds — a total of sixty- 
nine times “in the money.” Needle.=s to say, 
there were no stake-winners in the bunch. 

The lowest average number of starts by 
the get of any sire is six, credited to the ten 
two-year-old winners by Whisk Broom II. 
and the five winners by Trompe la MorL Next 
comes L'ltimus. whose nine winners averaged 
eight starts each, as did seven by High 
Time, while eight by Jim Gaffney, and five 
each by Honeywood, North Star IIL and 
I’eter Pan average nine starts. 

It will be observed by a study of the "top 
of the tree” that tlie leading sires of two- 
year-old winners, for 1923 with but two ex- 
ceptions, owe their prominence to quantity, 
not quality. The two exceptions are Ballot, 
the leader, with 15 winners, that are credited 
witli $102,186, and Black T<?ney, ranked fifth, 
with 11 winners, are credited with $115,745. 
As “go-gottors” the Black Toney tribe ap- 
propriate the honors, for in 144 starts they 
won. as stated. $11.5,745, whereas it required 
192 starts by the Ballots to account for $102,- 
186. while there were fi.ur less of the Toneys 
— 11 against 15. They also won 7 more races 
- 37 a.s against 30. But of the 8 other .sires 
of 10 or more winning two-year-olds in 1923, 
not one reached the $30,000 mark in tnoney- 
earrtirigs and only two. Sun Briar, with cleverr 
winners of $48,608 arnl I’olymelian, with 
twelve wintrers of $42,304, pas.sed the $30,000 
mark. Tire others all linger along In the 
twenty-thousand.s. 

NOT (R'ALITY BUT QUANTITY. 

AVe may calculate, therefore, that It was 
not real cla.ss that gave these two-year-olds 
and their sires the iiroinlnence they enjoy, 
.so much as the enormous volume of races 
for two-year-olds that i.s the order of the 
present day. Something or other necessarily 
had to “get the money" In these thousaiuLs 
of events f«-r the age. 

As a matter of cognate Interest, the ap- 
peiideil table shows the two-year-ohls of 1923 
that won $1U,U00 or more each, with details 
regarding Uxe number of starts made, races 
won, etc.

There are thirty-one two-year-olds in this 
table and in order to win positions in it they 
had to start no less than 436 times, which is 
an average for each of them of no less than 
fourteen races. This confirms the observa- 
tion made above — that it was not class, but 
keeping them everlastingly at it that “put 
them over.” We cannot relate “class” to a 
performer that can win but once in nineteen 
times, twice in fifteen times, or thrice in 
eighteen times, ct id genus omne. 

On the other hand — just take a slant at 
the first four colts in the table, three of 
which won over $50,000 while the fourth won 
$48,725. The largest number of starts made 
by any of them was eight and the entire 
quartette sported silk but twenty-six times, 
an average of but about six races each. 
“What a difference in the morning!” 

Suppose these four colts had suffered the 
fate of most of the other.s — had been raced 
early and often and whenever they were 
thought to “have a chance.” Would they 
have accompILshed anything like what they 
did? We may feel as certain as we ever 
have a right to of anything not an estab- 
lished fact, that they would not. 

The moral of the whole story is that we 
would have both better two-year -olds and 
better racing if cur two-year-olds were not 
raced so severely. There is no escape from 
this conclusion.
